Prussian ministry its right to rep- 
resent-the state in its dealings with 
the Prussian diet. 
~The several political camps, ex- 
cept on those on the side of the 
government, generally 
rated the 


decision as ambiguous and this af- 
ternoon's newspapers were un- 
usually in agreement in declaring 
that it was a fifty-fifty ruling for 
both sides. 
Political Germany appeared to be 
bewildered over the verdict of the 
court. What stumped political lead- 
ers was the two-edged nature of the 
verdict.

It was noted that the court held 


the temporary taking over of the 
Prussian ministry by the chancellor 
was justified, but decided,.at the 
same tune that the deposed minis- 
ters were conceded the right to con- 
tinue to represent Prussia officially.

Washington—VP)—President- Hoo- 


ver favors government encourage- 
ment of a program to reduce con- 
tagious diseases "as a constructive 
measure of public economy." 


He - supported this action before 


the American Public Health asso- 
ciation last night, in a brief ad- 
dress to 'the' opening meeting of a 
four-day session here. It was pre- 
sided, over by Surgeon 
General 


Hugh S. Cumming of the public 
Tiealth service. 


Mr. Hoover said that after his ex- 


perience in the 1927 Mississippi 
flood area, he had called confer- 
ences out of which "evolved the 
idea of the most effective means of 
strengthening the public health ser- 
vice in harmony with the spirit of 
our American institutions." 


"By this I mean the idea of the 


country health unit," the president 
continued. 
"That is, that every 


county in the United States should 
set up for itself 
as its minimum 


health organization, a unit consist- 
ing of a doctor, a sanitary engineer 
and a trained nurse. These units 
were established in 100 counties in 
the flood area. . . . 
"By every means within my reach 
I have ever since promoted the idea 
of establishing these units in every 
one of our 
5,000 counties in 
the 


United States. . . . Although I am 
generally opposed to federal sub- 
sidies to the states, yet I have re- 
garded contagion as one interstate 
question and-have recommended 
federal contributions to such a uni- 
versal service. 
"I am in favor, as a constructive 


measure of public economy, of" a 
program to be carried out on suclv 
wise lines, to reduce contagious 
disease with government 
encour- 


agement. If communicable disease 
could be reduced by even one-third, 
such a reduction would repay the 
country more than a thousand fold 


That is the sheer eco- 


kind of 
a hearing 
today on the 


ground that the telephone company 
has submitted evidence in the rec- 
ord that the charges are untrue but 
Commissioner David E. Lilienthal,

ed, however, that the scheme em- 
braces all the naval categories, and 
will be complete enough to stand 
alongside the Hoover and Baldwin 
proposals. 
(President Hoover has suggested 
a nearly one-third general cut in 
armaments. This envisaged reduc- 
tion by one-third o£ all battleships 
—both tonnage and number—under 
the Anglo-American-Japanese na- 
val treaty; reductions in treaty ton- 
age of aircraft carriers, cruisers and 
destroyers by one-fourth, and sub- 
marines by one-third, with no na- 
tion having more than 35,000 tons 
of submersibles.

light by smoke, soot, dust, fogs and 
other impurities are more serious 
and 
widespread 
than generally 


realized. 
Dr. Haven Emerson of Columbia 


university, reported there are even 
indications that it may be a con- 
tributing factor in causing rheuma- 
tic fever that results in illness and 
death 
of many 
children. 
The 


amount of heart disease in children 
caused by rheumatic fever falls off 
steadily from Boston south to At- 
lanta, he said, seeming to corre- 
spond to the increasing amount of 
sunshine as one moves south. De- 
creased sunshine may increase ac- 
tivity of the rheumatic fever virus. 
There is no rheumatic fever in 
Puerto Rico, Dr. Emerson said, 
which has plentiful sunshine. 
Dr. Tonney explained that smoke 


palls hanging over some cities, es- 
pecially in winter, often have such 
far-reaching and unsuspected ef- 
fects as making teeth more liable 
to decay, endangering health of 
mothers before and after 
child 


birth, and lowering resistance to 
disease. Rickets, due to lack of 
sunshine, is one of the most pre- 
valent of childhood diseases. 


Sunshine Is Vital 


Layers of children's teeth built up 
when sunshine is deficient lack 
lime and are easily 
attacked by 


decay which spreads to the health- 
ier parts of the teeth, Dr. Tonney 
said. He added that lack of Vit- 
amin D, supplied by 
ultra-violet 


light, prevents mothers from ob- 
sorbing from their food the extra 
calcium and phosphorus they need 
during pregnancy and the nursing 
period. 
Dr. Emerson found that 


children who have had rickets are 
especially susceptible to bronchitis, 
pneumonia, 
measles, 
whooping 


cough convulsions and tuberculosis. 


"We can now provide a health 


motive for the 
clearing 
of the 


skies," Dr. Tonney asserted, "a mo- 
tive as fundamental and far reach- 
ing as those that brought about the 
control of water-borne and milk- 
borne disease."

Eggs constitute the only impor- 
tant farm product in the state 
which is above the pre-war level 
and that of a year ago. During the 
present month, a dozen eggs at the 
farm was equal in value to 46 
pounds of oats, 39 pounds of bar- 
ley or 27 pounds of wheat. 


Egg production per flock at the 


beginning of the 
present month 


for the United States averaged 66 
per cent under last year and 34 
per cent under the five-year aver- 
age. In Wisconsin, the production 
per flock was 24 per cent under 
last year, Mr. Ebling reported. 


Storage holdings in the United 


States at the beginning of the 
month were one-third smaller than 
a year ago and 32 per cent under 
the five-year 
average, he 
said. 


Storage holdings of poultry were 
35 pert cent under a year ago and 
27 per cent below five-year aver- 
age. Farm flocks of chickens in the 
country as a whole average 1.8 per 
cent smaller than last year and 28 
per cent under the five year aver- 
age on Oct. 1. In Wisconsin they 
were 2.6 per cent under last year. 


Abundance 
and 
cheapness of 


feeds may increase egg production 
during the winter despite reduced 
size of flocks. Current egg prices 
will encourage heavy feeding but 
unless weather conditions should 
become favorable, it seems unlike- 
ly that the total production of eggs

EW YORK, —(>PJ— So far as 
the colleges are concerned, the 
new football code apparently 


has accomplished its primary pur- 
pose of making the game safer for 
the players, but high school and 
sandlot football seems just about as 
hazardous as before. 


Of the 11 fatalities so far report- 


ed attributable directly or indirect- 
ly to football, only one has occurr- 
ed in college ranks •where the new 
rules are strictly effective. The oth- 
ers all came in high school or sand- 
lot games where proper supervision 
and training is much more difficult 
and, in the case of sandlot con- 
tests at least, virtually impossible. 


The 50 fatalities charged to foot- 


ball last year led to a series of 
drastic changes in the rules dur-

overhauling of the specifications 
for equipment to make it safer.

"The military 
party of 
Japan 
brought about 
the Mukden inci- 


dent of September a year ago with 
the aim of testing world opinion," 
Dr. "Kung said. "They called it a 
local affair. If the Japanese are suc- 
cessful in holding 
to that part of 
Manchuria which is now in their 
hands, this will be used by the mili- 
tarists as part of their scheme-to- 
ward world domination."

Blames Japanese 


Dr. Kung held the Japanese re- 
isponsible for creating 
a lawless 


condition in Manchuria which they 
themselves brought about. 
"Manchuria 
was 
peaceful and 


thriving prior to the Mukden inci- 
dent," he said. "By forcing out the 
Chinese civil and military author- 
'.ities the Japanese 
found them- 
: selves with a situation 
on their 
'hands which they could not 'con- 
trol. Bandits naturally took advan- 
'tage of the absence 
of our police 


~and soldiers. Nanking was blamed." 
Dr. Kung said his 
visit to the 
United States was not connected 
.with'the Manchurian incident, but 
was entirely economic. He added: 


"We all realize that nations are 
interdependent upon one another 
and no one can 
thrive at the ex- 
pense of another. "If a nation seeks 
'-its expansion by illegitimate means, 
it becomes a menace to the world. 
Equity and

commitment 


should be upheld at all costs in in- 
ternational relations as the pro- 
gress of the world can only be as- 
sured when this is achieved. The 
reconstruction of China should con- 
stitute one of the much-sought op- 
portunities for economic recovery."

Authorities have been 
unable to'find any record of their 
marriage and. investigators still 
were searching for some motive 
other than that he was "depressed," 
as described by Miss Nash. 
She said he found 
his pistol, 


which she had hidden and sud- 
denly appeared 
from behind 
a 


bureau, aiming the gun at her. 
"I raised my left leg in an in- 


voluntary gesture of self-protection 
—I sort of scrunched up—and then 
he fired," she told detectives.

A case of tularemia, disease con- 


tracted from rabbits, has been re- 
ported to Richard Groth, 
deputy 
health officer. While the disease is 
not easily transmitted from

son to person, it is listed as a re- 
portable disease by the state health 
board. 


A comparatively new -disease in 


Wisconsin, Appleton 'has had only 
a few cases. There were five cases 
in Wisconsin in 1928, 5 in 1929, 15 
in 1930, 27 in 1931, and so far this 
year, 12. It came to Wisconsin from 
the west. 


The disease is contracted chief- 
ly through the skinning and clean- 
ing of dead rabbits. If the germ 
gains entrance to the: body through 
cut or scratch, it forms an ulcer, 
which is followed by the-enlarge- 


ment of the 
limph glands, and 


chills, fever, aches and pains. The 
disease can assume three different 
forms, one of which, the typhoid 
type, is serious. A victim of the 
disease, while not confined to his 
bed for a long period, usually is 
unable to work for two or three 
months. 
Doctors warn persons who are 


skinning or 
cleaning rabbits to 
wear rubber gloves, as the pres- 
ence of the disease in a rabbit is 
not apparent until the organs are 
viewed. 


Tularemia 
is transferred 
from 


one rabbit to another by the wood 
tick, and on occasions persons who 
have been 
bitten 
by woodticks 


have become victims of the dis- 
ease.

M. Germain-Martin's father was 


o. senator and he gravitated into 
politics rather naturally. But he 
maintains 
his professorships in 


the law faculties of two schools of 
higher learning. 
He 
has had 
many 
contacts 


abroad. In 1923 he lectured 
in 


half a dozen American cities for 
the Alliance 
Francaise and ex- 


tended that tour into Canada. Be- 
tween 1907 and 1911 he 
helped 


King Fuad liquidate a financial 
crisis in Egypt. Shortly after the 
war he visited China. Indo-China 
and Japan. 
In 1923 and again in 1925 he 


was in Brazil as financial coun- 
sellor and in 1927 Mexico sent for 
him.He is a stocky man who seldom 
appears in society. His chief diver- 
sion is walking, but sometimes he 
goes fishing.

Banditry Not 
Frowned Upon 
In Far East 


Customs of China Describ- 


ed by Pastor at Ro- 


tary Meeting 


(Special to Post-Crescent) 


New London — Describing his 


work among natives of China dur- 
ing the past nine years, the Rev. 
H. Van Vree, addressed Rotarians 
at their service luncheon Monday. 
The Rev. Van Vree who was intro- 
duced by Dr. F. J. Pfeifer, chair- 
man of the program committee, has 
been in America since January. Of 
Dutch lineage, he came here with 
little knowledge of the English lan- 
guage. 


He described the customs of Chi- 


na, such as marriage, and manner 
of dress. There is no courting in 
China, marriages being arranged 
by parents and often the partici- 
pating parties in the marriage do 
not meet one another until the for- 
mal ceremony. The sentiment prev- 
alent in our country regarding mar- 
riage, the speaker said, is almost 
entirely lacking although 
family 


pride and faithfulness is not en- 
tirely lacking, even though Chi- 
nese individual wealth is counted 
in the number of wives he is fi- 
nancially able to afford. Women, 
however, the missionary continued, 
are not counted as individuals, and 
girl children are regarded not at 
alL A Chinaman confronted with 
the* question of how many children 
he has includes only the boys in 
his answer. This was shown, the 
speaker said, •when a census showed 
China's population as 250 millions 
and a later one 500 million. The dif- 
ference in figures was accounted for 
by the fact that in the first census 
no girls were counted, the Rev. Van 
Vree said. 


Describes Banditry 
The missionary 
also 
described 


China's system of banditry, stating 
that this was not in any manner 
considered outlawry. 
Any 
man 


with high ambition, the speaker 
pointed out, might without put- 
ting himself outside the bounds of 
society become a bandit. He, as a 
leader, and responsible only to a 
head mandarin, might organize an 
army and go out to any chosen 
community for plunder and loot. 
The mandarin would share in the 
spoils, as would the bandit leader 
and his subordinates. 
Being a 


bandit in China, pointed out the 
Rev. Van Vree, lends about the 
same amount of social prestige to 
the individual as does being a Ro- 
tarian in America. 


The missionary 
described 
the 


splendid work which is being done 
in the missions of the country and 
displayed some of the embroidery, 
pen and ink and brush -work done 
by the native children. 
Inordinate 


patience is shown in the manner in 
which these children work, pointed 
out the speaker, and there is little 
consideration of time. 
Often, he 


said girls work on an intricate pat- 
tern in embroidery for more than 
a year and consider the result not 
by the time expended in its comple- 
tion but in the perfection of the ac- 
complishment. 


The Rev. Van Vree already has 


appeared at the high school to give 
a short talk on the language of Chi- 
na and will appear in two future 
talks. He has also spoken to chil- 
dren of the parochial school. Dur- 
ing the illness of the Rev. Paul 
Herb, he has been assisting with the 
work of the local parish.
